Great Havoc Wrought to Shipping 
—go Persons Have Lost Lives 
on Shore and at Sea. 


London, Feb. 21—British Isles and the 
whole west coast of the continent from 
Denmark to Southern Portugal are be- 
ing lashed by terrific gales and great 
havoc has been wrought in shipping. 
More than fifty persons have been ‘lost 
ashore and at sta, 

London this morning was cut off from 
communication with many points in the 
north and within the city more than 
three hundred wire lines are down: 
Every harbor is crowded with vessels 
that have been forced to take refuge by 
the fury of the storm which is the cul- 
mination of a long stretch of severe wea- 
ther. ; 

Every incoming liner reports terrific 
seas and a gale of unusual force, Reporis 
cf the loss of small craft reached Lon- 
don today and it is believed that many 
&shing vessels have gone down or have 
been driven to disaster on the rocke, 

In many parts of Great Britain condi- 
tions are serious. Floods have added to 
the terrors of the storm. Efforts were 
made today to reestablish communica- 
tion with the continent. 

The English channel is swept almost 
clean of vessels and these remaining in 
the treacherous neck of waters are the 
object of grave fears. 

The Wilson liner Galileo from New 
York was driven ashore by the storm 
at entrance to the river Humber. Several 
tuge-were despatched to her aid but

It is stated aleo that a Coadju- 
torum Bishop with the right of suc- 
cession will be given to Manager 
Chatard. Bishop of Indianapolis. 

A rumor has m going the rounds 
in the American papers to the effect 
that the diocese of Cleveland is to be 
divided with the tiew diocese of Toale- 
do. By means of inquiries here it is 
learned that until last year this idea 
was favorably entertained but that it 
has been abandoned at least for the 
present.

ASQUITH HAS NAMED 
HIS NEW MINISTERS 


This is Taken to 
Government Will Emerge Trium- 
hant From  Crisis—Redmond 
alks of What Nationalists Ex- 
pect Government to Do. 


Indicate That 


London, Feb. 2.—The various 
vacancies in the ministry have been 
filled by Premier Asquith, which is 
taken to indicate that the government 
will emerge triumphant from the 
pending crisis. The new ministers 
are Ernest Soares and Wm. Wedge- 
wood, jun., lords of the treasury; 
Edwin Montague, under secretary for 
India, and Cecil Norton, assistant 
postmaster general. 

‘Parliament formally convenes to- 
day, when the speech from the 
throne wil be read, and Premier As; 
quith will announce his program 
at the session. 

The political situation is most con- 
fined. Unless the unexpected hap- 
pens, unless a sufficient number of 
Unionists abstain from voting to 
leave the ministry in the majority, 
the Irish Nationalists hold the bal- 
ance of power. 

John E, Redmond, jeader of the 
Nationalists, said today; 

“There is no more to be said about 
the parliameniary situation than 
that it remains precisely where it was 
last week. } ; 

“The attitude of the Irish party 13 
unchanged. It cannot take the res- 
ponsibility of keeping — the Liberal 
government in power unless Mr. As- 
quith can tell the parliament tomor- 
row that he has assurances from the 
Crown that will enable him to pass 
a ‘bill through the House of Lords 
which will limit the Lords’ veto 
power. . 

“And we have no reason to sup- 
pose that Mr. Asquith has any such 
assurance. r 

“Here is a theogetical solution of 
the difficulty, Let Mr. Asquith an- 
nounce tomorrow that a measure 
limiting the Lords’ veto power will 
be introduced simultaneously in both 


houses and proceeded with ‘before 
the budget is considered. The bed 
nen 


would reject such .a measure. | 
the Premier would ask the King to 
exercise his Royal prerogative and 
create enough peers to force the mea- 
sure through the House of Lords. 
The King would refuse to do 80, and 
Premier Asquith would resign. 

“In my opinion it would be hope- 
less political stupidity for the gov- 
ernment to pass the budget and then, 
after having cleaned up the financial 
mess caused by the Lords unconstitu- 
tional veto of the budget to dissolve 
parliament. To this we Nationalists 
shall be no party. : 

“No one can say when parliament 
will be dissolved. In a situation 80 
uncertain, so confused as this, disso- 
lution may come any day. It can 
be postponed scarcely more than a 
month; it may come earlier, 


FOSTER-GLOBE LIBEL SUIT. 


Only One Witness Examined So Far 
in the Caee. 


Toronto, Feb. 20—After sitting since 
Thursday morning the assize court had

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STRIKE RIOTING 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


100 Persons Injured in ‘Riots Re- 
sulting From Street Railway 
Men's Strike. ‘ 


Philadelphia, Feb 20—More than 100 
persons were injured in a general riot in 
the trolley men’s strike here today, 
many of then seriously. ‘ 

One little girl was shot in the abdo 
men by a policeman and will probably 
die, Four thousand extra policemen are 
to be recruited to cope with the situa- 
tion and it is rumored that the state 
constabulary will be calleg out. 

A general strike of union men affect- 
ed 10,000 workers is. threatened and the 
Rapid Transit. company declares it will 
spend every cent in its treasury rather 
than give an inch to the etrikers. 

C. O. Pratt, for the strikers, declares 
there will be no compromise. Not a 
car is runnijig in the city tonight. 

A doren riots, two of them of big pro- 
portions, marked the progress of the 
strike in south Philadelphia this after- 
noon, As a result nearly every car that 
the company operated was Wattered and 
smashed. Their crews and guardian 
policemen were roughly handled while 
one car was set on fire. 


Boy’s Skull Fractured. ‘ 

One boy, a passenger in a car that was 
mobbed, sustained a fractured skull and 
will probably die, while a number of 
persons were less seriously injured, sev- 
eral of them being taken to the hospitals. 

In every case riot calls were turned 
in and the streets were filled all after- 
noon with thousands of strike sym- 
pathizers and _ struggling bluecoats. 
Dozens of arrests were made, many of 
the prisoners being boys, while in two 
instances girls were taken into custody. 

The riot in which the car was burned 
took place at 26th and Wharton streets, 
and lasted for fully an hour, It began 
at three o'clock. The tracks of the Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore and Willmington 
railroad cross Wharton near Twenty- 
sixth street and a mob of several thous- 
and persons shoved a freight car from 
the railroad tracks, placing it across the 
trolley tracks, completely blocking traffic. 

The first car that approached on Whar- 
ton street found this barrier confront- 
ing it. On the car was Policeman An- 
derson and another policeman whose 
name could not be learned, and several 
passengers. The mob charged the police- 
man. Both of the latter drew their 
revolvers and fired over the heads of 
the crowd, 

Policemen Overpowered. 

The policemen were eventually over- 
powered and they and the crew chased 
away. The passengers had hastily dis- 
embarked meanwhile, 

The mob then piled a lot of rubbish 
round the car and set it on fire. In an 
instant the car was ablaze. In the mean- 
while, the policemen had sent in a riot 
call and squads of officers began to ar- 
rive. 

A fire engine put ont the fire. The 
crowd which had swelled to 5,000 people 
began at first to stone the police, but 
after the first charge it changed its tac- 
tics and submitted to standing by quiet- 
ly while the wrecked car was hauled 
away to the barns, Several arrests were 
made, 

The Storm Centre. 

The storm centre of the other big riot 
was on Eighth street from Tasker street 
to Snyder avenue, a distance of five 
squares, 

Crowds gathered on the roofs of the 
houses along Eighth street and stoned 
the cers as they passed, breaking win- 
dows and doing other damage. Shortly 
after three o’clock the mob tore an iron 
inlet grating loose and placed it across 
the tracks on Eighth street. The first 
car was halted at McKeen street. Four 
policemen were guarding it. The mob 
charged the car and the police tifed 
several shots into the air. A brick 
struck 11-year-old Simpson Skelenow, a 
Passenger of this car, fracturing his 
skull. He will probably die. | 

At Eighth and Mifflin streete a riot 
cecurred a little later. The crew and 
poliecmen manning the car were pull- 
ed off and the car demolished, but no 
one was seriously hurt. 

Fireman injured by Mob. 

A mob of 1,000 persons formed at 
Twelfth and Morris streets and stoned 
a car. On this car was James Wolf, a 
fireman detailed for police duty. A flying 
brick struck him in the face and he ‘ell 
unconscious. He was taken to a hoe 
pital, Several others were less severely 
injured. The car was demolished be- 
fore the crowd dispered. As the climax 
fof the disorder which extended up and 
down Girard avenue, and to the neigh- 
boring streets for several hours, 13-year- 
old Violet Besan, of 929 North Thir- 
teenth street, was shot by a policeman

FRENCH POLAR EXPEDITION

HALE A LOAF FOR 
GRAIN GROWERS 


Manitoba's Elevator Bill Does Not 
Meet Farmers Requests in a 
Single Point. 


Winnipeg, Feb. 21.—The Manitobe 
lovernment’s bill providing for pub 
idly owned elevators does not, in & 
_— point, agree with the requests 
made of the government by the Grain 
Growers’ Association — in conformity 
with the invitation extended to them 
at Brandon by Hon. Mr. Caldwell. 

It retains for the government the 
complete control of the proposed sys- 
tem of elevators, The government 
appoints the commission, dismisses 
them, lays down the policy which is 
to govern the administration of the 
elevators, and reserves the right to 
veto every regulation made by the 
elevator commission, It provides 
‘that the government wili erect eleva- 
tors at country points only on_ peti- 
tion of sixty per cent. of the farmers 
in the district contributory, and the 
farmers must pledge themselves to 
sd the government elevator exclusive- 
y. 

To tnvoive Federal Government. 

_ Existing elévators at points where 
it is intended to have government ele- 
vators are to be expropriated. This 
provision, it is stated, exceeds the 
power of the legislature, and is be 
lieved to have been introduced with a 
view of involving the Federal gov- 
ernment, which will be held up as an 
enemy to public ownership if it de 
clines to waive its powers in this res- 
pect at the demand of the province. 

This clause revives the old bugbear 
of constitutional difficulties. This 
bill has been the subject of prolonged 
discussions by the conferonce of 
Grain Growers with members of the 
government, which thas been in pro. 
gress for the past three or four days. 
A protracted session was held on Sat- 
urday and the conference is to be re- 
sumed this morning. It is understood 
that the Grain Growers disagree with 
practically every provision of the 
governmeni’s bill and are urging the 
acceptance of their own bill, which 
has been drafted for them by R. A, 
Bonnar, K.C.

An Act respecting a system oj gov- 
ernment grain elevators,

The | S¢mbly of Manitoba, enacts as follows: 


1, This Act may be cited as “ the 

2. The government of Manitoba 
shall have power to purchase, lease, 
construct, maintain and operate grain 
elevators at any place or places in the 
province. 

3. The said government shall have 
power to acquire, by way of expropriae 
tion, from any person or corporation, 
except railway companies under the 
jurisdiction of the Parliament of Can 
ada, any existing grain elevators, and 


the land used in connection therewith, 
or any existing lease thereof or any 
adjoining land which it may be desir- 
able.to acquire for uge in connection 
with the maintenance of duch grain 
elevators, and for the purpose of this 
section the word “grain elevator’’ shall 
be taken to include al) lands, leases, 
plant, supplies, ‘buildings, works, 


rights, franchises, easements, assets, 
and property of every kind owned, had 
or used for the purpose of or in con- 
nection with any such grain elevators 
or with the operation thereot, 

Arbitration of Price, 

4. The price to be paid by the said 
government for any pfoperty so pure 
chased my be fixed by agreement be- 
tween the owners and the commission. 
ers here-in-after referred to, but if it 
be not so fixed it may be determined 
in the manner and by the proceedings 
provided by ‘the Manitoba Expropria- 
tion Act,” and the commissioners 
shall employ valuators to report to 
them from time to time what would 
be a reasonable and fair valuation af 
any such property. 

5. In any proceedings under section 
four hereof for the purpose of deter- 
mining the said price the same shall 
be fixed at the aciual value of the said 
property, having regard to what the 
same would cost if newly constructed. 
Making due allowance for deteriora- 
tion and wear and tear and all other 
proper allowances, but not atlowing 
anything for franchise, good wii] or 
prospective profits.’’ 

.6. At any time within three months

Fernie, B. C., Feb. 20.—J. W. Quin- 
ney, of the Trites Wood Company, 
and Thomas Baird, head grocery clerk 
for the same firm, at their Ooal Creek 
store, were held up last night as they 
were leaving the store at the latter 
place and relieved of some $1,900 in 
eush and cheques, the robbers making 
a clean get away, Mr. Quinney, as 

* is usual upon pay nights, went up to 
Coal Creek to bring down the day’s 
colections and Baird started to ac- 
company him’ down the hill to the 
mi_night train tor Fernie, when two 
inasked men met them and held them 
up in the shadow of the litle jail 
building, which stands a short way 
irom the store in the road to the 
siding, where the miners from the 
aft-rnoon shift board the train | for 
Fernie. 

The moon was ahining, but the men 
had selected the shadow of the jail 
by which they did their work, this 
with the confusion of the moment 
made it difficult to get much of ea 
view of the marauders. The first in- 
dieation of the trouble was the point- 
ing of two revoivers in the faces of 
Quinney aud Baird, accompanied with 
toe demend, “hold up your hands.” 

The second rebber did the rum- 
meging through their pockets for 
valuables and found about $1,200 in 
cash, a few cheques, and several hun- 
dred dollars worth of statements of 
debts, owing to miners who kept ae- 
counts with the Trites Wood Com- 
pany. 

; There were over $60 in bills and 30 
or 40 $20 bills, mostly on the Home 
Bank among the cash. 

Baird had just drawn $75 and had 
returned to the company $2,000 on 
his account and the remainder went 
with the company’s money to swelt 
the swag of the Jooters. 

They went through every pocket, 
taking everything of any value, not 
overlooking letiers. Mr. Quinney 
lost a gold watch and chain, but the 
watch becoming detached from the 
chain was dropped in the hurry and 
found this morning and returned to 
its owner, The chain is of the ordi- 
nary twisted link variety, each link 
being stamed 9-375K. 

The two robbers turned suddenly 
and ran down the hill and boarded 
the train for Fernie, which had begun 
to move out, 

On the way down the hiil to the 
train the robbers passed Constable 
Varlow, running up the hill in res- 
ponse to a statement from a small 
boy, who had just told him that some 
one was being held up at the Trites 
Wood store. } 

The fleeing bandits were firing as 

they leit-the hill, but-Var-ow-ray. on 
up to thé store, thinking the Tea 
trouble was there. The constable 
and the two victims ran to the train, 
but were too late to board it. The 
telephone wires were put to work at 
once, and when the train reached 
town it was met by acting Sheriff 
Bowen and Patrolman Gorman, but 
no suspicious persons were seen. 
. Chief Provincial Constable Samson 
and Constable Johnston joined the 
city police and all returned to Coal 
City by speeiai engine, where a short 
search was made and the two victims 
and the policemen returned to town. 
Both railways have been picketed in 
both directions, and it will be diffi- 
cult for the robbers to get away.

FIRST PATIENT IN NEW HOME. 


The Lacombe home, at Midnapore, 
has had its first patient. The muni- 
cipal officials at Cardstone wrote up 
to Father Lacombe asking if he could 
take charge of an old man who was 
in that town, He was blind, very ill, 
and without funds. The home is not 
nearly completed yet, but the sisters 
who are now at Midnapore said they 
would try and fix up accommodation 
for him.

the bright*sunshine. Groping his way 
into the house he fel] against a stove. 
He was picked up before any injury 
resulted, but the shock was too much 
for hig already enfeebled constitution 
and he passed away in a couple of 
days, though medical aid was sum- 
moned from Calgary and he was 
carefully nursed by those in charge of 
the Lacombe home.

The investigations 
have gone further; they have persuaded 
them, Mr. Cogswell says, thyt in all pro- 
hability you are entirely innocent of the 
charge that has been laid for some rea- 
son which does not appear; it might 
have been proper ov it might have been 
improper. There is nothing further 
against you in the matter and you there- 
fore need not attend any further.” Mr. 
Flewelling was then discharged.
